Washington, December 7-—The South. 
ern Commercial Congress closed its 
sessions here tonight with its new 
$1,000,000 home in Washington no 
longer a dream, but an organized 
project, financed, signed and sealed. 

Just 100 men of the south have made 
this possible. Each has subscribed to 
$1,000 worth of stock in the Southern 
Building Corporation, which is formed 
to build a magnificent revenue-pro- 
ducing structure, which will’ be the 
permanent home of the congress. 

This subscription paves the way to a 
$1.900,000 bond issue bearing interest 
at 5 per cent and an issue of second 
mortgage bonds bearing interest at 6 
per cent. 

The plan provides for a total issue 
of preferred stock bearing interest at 
6 per cent, amounting to $350,000. 
Later, preferred stock will be issued 
to retire the second mortgage bonds.’ 
The architects assure the officers of 
the congress that the new home should 
provide sufficient revenue to meet all 
fixed charges and pay 10 per cent on 
the common stock after the project is 
well under way. By the financial plan 
the Southern Commercial Congress. 
will always be in complete control of 
the, building corporation.

Opportunities for the South. 

Opportunities lying within the grasp 
of Dixie Land and a recapitulation of 
its vast resources were presented be- 
fore the Southern Commercial Con- 
grees at its opening meeting today. 

That the cotton crop of the south 
is the mainstay of all financial insti- 
tutiong of this country and is in no 
wise involved as a sectional question 
was the declaration of Harvie Jordan, 
president of the Southern Cotton As- 
sociation, who opened the first session 
as its chairman. 

He reviewed the history of cotton 
production for the past thirty-five 
years and spoke of the future pros- 
pects for the south relative to cotton 
production, incidentally § introducing 
some statistics. He added that if half 
the ratio held good for the next thirty 
years the demand .for cotton by the 
southern mills would be vastly increas- 
ed. 

Farmers Urged to Greater Effort. 

“If more of the farmers of the south 
would redouble their efforts the pro- 
duct could greatly be increased.” 

With this statement, G. W. Koiner, 
commissioner of agriculture of Vir- 
ginia, made a plea for increased en- 
ergy on the part of the agriculturalists 
of the south. He said that no section 
of the globe offered greater opportyu- 
nities for investment than the south, 
and spoke particularly of his’ own 
state. 

“Rig with promise are the oppor- 
tunities of the southiand with its 
genial climate and equally genial peo- 
ple.” This was the sentiment convey- 
ed to the congress through a paper 
prepared by

Princeton, Ind., December 7.—Henry 
E. Agar, who was believed to have 
drowned in the Wabash river here in 
1907, but was found recently at San 
Benito, Texas, was late today denied 
a new trial on the charge of embezzie- 
ment of which he was convicted a few 
days ago. 

Sentenced to Pen. 

Agar was given an indeterminate 
sentence of from two to _ fourteen 
years in the state prison, and probably 
will begin his term in Michigan City 
next Thursday. 

The conviction upon which Agar was 
sentenced today was made upon the 
charge that’ he embezzled $515 of the 
funds of the Central Trust and Sav- 
ings Company of Evansville, Ind. 
when he was local agent for that com- 
pany. Other cases against Agar are 
pending. 

Remarkable Story. 

The imprisonment of Agar is the 
climax of a remarkable story of his 
sialon of the last three years. 

Three years ago Agar was known 
locally as a financial genius, his influ- 
ence as manager of the Princeton Ele- 
vator Company being felt in business 
circies in this section of the state. 

Then came his finadfictal entangle- 
ments, his disappearatice on January 
23, 1907,- off a corn barge in the Wa- 
bash river, the long search..for ‘the 
body and finally the ‘funeral services 
for him here. 

Found at Last. 

On December 16, 1908, came the, word 
from San Benito, Texas, that R. A. 
Conner, busingss man and banker, was 
under arrest* suspected’ of being the 
missing Agar. Last Christmas morn- 
ing Agar was brought back to Prince- 
ton to answer charges of embezzlement 
and forgery and criminal conspiracy. 
He Was given a hearty Welcome, and 
until Sis imprisonment in jail follow- 
ing his conviction, has been at liberty 
under bond.

Atlanta. 

Who Will Get Rucker’s Job? 
There is one. other big Georgia plum 
to be disposed of, but it is among the 
probabilities that the president will 
not be able to agree upon the man who 
is to be favored when he sends the 
above mentioned appointments to the 
senate. The filling of the position 
that is causing Mr. Taft some worry 
is that of collector of intefhal revenue. 
The term of the negro collector, H. A. 
Rucker, has expired, and following the 
president's policy of not filling south- 
ern offices with negroes, he will not 
be given a reappointment. 

Hard Fight on Martin. 

There are a dozen or more candi- 
dates for Rucker’s berth, but it is said 
thatthe Republican ‘eferges, Johnson) 
and Biun, have agree@ upon Martin, 
of Atlanta, for appointment. Despite 
the fact that Martin has the indorse- 
ment of the administration advisers in 
Georgia, he is by no means certain of 
appointment. Mr. Taft Knows that it 
will be almost impossible to secure 
confirmation of Martin’s nomination, 
and another may be chosen. For this 
reason the collectorship may remain 
an open matter for some time. 

Taft Is For Jackson, 

J. F. Race, one of the candidates for 
the Atlanta postmastership, was here 
today, but according to very high au- 
thority, the president hds determined 
on the appointment of Henry 8. Jack- 
son. 

Mr. Taft was a strong personal. 
friend of the late Judge Jackson, 
father of the prospective appointee, 
and determined*to give him the ap- 
pointment as soon as he learned that 
he was in the race, 

The referees in Georgia had in- 
dorsed Hugh McKee, but they quickly 
switched to Jackson when they learned 
that the president favored his appoint- 
ment.

CAS EXPLOSION 
KILLS 10 MEN 


Seventeen Missing and 40 
Dangerously Hurt. 


| “‘Kleine’s Grasbrook,”’ on River 


Elbe Near Hamburg, Goes Up 
in Flames --- It Was Largest 
Gasometer in the World and 
Cost $3,500,000. 


Hamburg, December 7.—The explo- 
sion of two gas tanks in the so-called 
“Kleine’s Grasbrook,” on the Elbe 
front this afternoon, was. followed by 
an extensive fire and the loss of many 
lives. The explosion was due toa 
leak in a new gasometer. Escaping 
gas entered the retort house, where it 
came in contact with the fires, caus- 
ing a terrific explosion. 2 

A‘ large number of workmen were 
erkgaged in rebuilding and enlarging 
the plant. Twenty-five of the men 
were employed near the gasometer. 
They disappeared in a mass of flames 
which shot up to @ great height. 

Firemen with’ apparatus appeared 
quickiy on the scene, but they were 
unable to approach in large force, ow~ 
ing to the islogted aitugtionof the es- 
tablishment. 

‘Upto a ldte-hour tonight ten men 
are reported dead and seventeen miss- 
ing. It is almost certain that all of 
these are déad. Forty men were dan- 
gerously ‘Injured, of whém several can- 
ii 

The fire gained headway, and threat- 
containing 
50,000 cubic metres. So‘intense was 
the heat: and so dangerous their post- 
tion, the firemen were compelled to 
withdraw to a safe distance. A terri- 
fying explosion soon occurred, and the 
lower tank became a mass of flames, 
which leaped hundreds ;,of feet in the 
air, sending fragments of glowing coke 
far and wide over the city and harbor. 

After strenuous efforts, the fire was 
got under control, and the rescue work 
was carried on vigorously. There is 
little hope of finding the bodies of the 
missing, if they have been killed, as 
they would undoubtedly have been in- 


| cinerated.

The increase in- 
cludes $15,000 for a new house for the 
cyclorama; $1,200 for a superintendent 
for Piedmont park, and a tree depart- 
ment at a cost of $4,603.20. The tree 
department is to prune and take care 
of all the shade trees in the city. 

Colonel E. E, Pomeroy and Dr. Theo- 
dere Toepel appeared in behalf of the 
playgrounds, and they were assured 
that an ample appropriation of nearly 
$2,000 would be asked for this purpose. 

In his report the general manager 
stated that 382 shrubs had been set 
out in Grant park during the last 
month and 761 trees removed. 

Commissioner Puckett, as chairman 
of the zoo committee, stated that there 
were now 112 specimens of animals 
and birds in the zoo collection.

ALL DEPARTMENT ESTIMATES

HAVE BEEN CUT TO BONE 


The estimated deficit of the national 
Bovernment for the current fiscal 
year, ending June 30, 1910, is placed 
by the president at $73,000,000. Nearly 
One-half of this amount will be dis- 
bursed during the year for work on 
the Panama canal. The entire deficit 
will be met by fhe proceeds arising 
from the sale of Panama bonds. 

The pruning knife has been applied, 
under the direction of the president, 
to every department, and estimates 
for the next fiscal year have been cut 
$100,000,000 under the estimates for 
the current year. 

The president states it is not pos- 
sible, in view of the present high cost 
of living, to reduce salaries, but that 
greater efficiency may be obtained by 
reorganizing the government clerical 
force. 

For congress now to reduce appro- 
priations below the estimates submit- 
ted, would. he affirms, be dangerous. 
This part of the message follows: 


Expenditures and Revenues. 


“Perhaps the most important ques- 
tion presented to this administration 
is that of economy in expenditures and 
sufficiency of revenue. The deficit of 
the last fiscal yvear. and the certain 
deficit of the current vear, prompted 
congress to throw a greater respon- 
Sibility on the executive and the sec- 
retary of the treasury than had here- 
tofore been declared by statute. This 
declaration imposes upon the secretary 
of the treasury the duty of assembling 
all the estimates of the executive de- 
partments bureaus, and offices, of the 
expenditures necessary in the ensuing 
fiscal vear, and of making an esti- 
mate of the revenues of the govern- 
ment for the same period: and if a 
probable deficit is thus shown, it is 
made the duty of the president to 
recommend the method by which such 
deficit can be met. 

“The report of the secretary shows 
that the ordinary expenditures for the 
current fiscal vear ending June 30, 
1910, will exceed the estimated receipts 
by $34,075,620. If to this deficit Is 
added the sum to be disbursed for the 
Panama canal, amounting to $38,000,- 
000, and $1,000,000 to be paid on the 
public debt. the deficit of ordinary re- 
ceipts and expenditures will be in- 
creased to a total deficit of $73.075,620. 
This deficit the secretary proposes to 
meet by the proceeds of bonds .issued 
to pay the cost of constructing the 


—— 


Panama canal. I approve this pro- 


posal. 
Bonds for Panama Canal. 
“The policy of paying for the con- 
Struction of the Panama canal, 
out of current revenue, but by 
issues, was adopted in the Spooner 
act of 1902, and there seems to be no. 
g00d reason for departing from the 
principle by which a part at least of 
the burden of the cost of the canal 


to enjoy jt; and there is all the more 


reason for this view because the actual 


cost to date of the canal, which is 
now half done and which will be com- 
pleted January 1, 1915, shows that the 
cost of engineering and construction 
will be $297,766,000, instead of $139,- 
705.200, as originally estimated. 

“In addition to engineering and con- 
struction, the other expenses, includ- 
ing sanitation and government, and 
the amount paid for the properties, 
the franchise, and the privilege of 
building the canal, increase the cost 
by $75,435,000, to a total of $375,201,- 
000. 


The increase in the cost of en- 
gineering and construction is due to 
a Substantial enlargement of the plan 
of construction by widening the canal 
100 feet in the Culebra cut and by in- 
creasing the dimensions of the locks, 
to the underestimate of the quantity 
of the work to be done under the 
original plan, and to an underesti- 
mate of the cost of labor and mate- 
rials both of which have greatly en- 
hanced in price since the original es- 
timate was made. 

“In order to avoid a deficit for the 
ensuing fiscal year, I directed the 
heads of departtments in the prepara- 
tion of their estimates to make them 
as low as possible consistent with im- 
perative governmental necessity. The 
result has been, as I am advised by 
the secretary of the treasury, that the 
estimates for the expenses of the gov- 
ernment for.the next fiscal year, end- 
ing June 30, 1911, aré less than the 
appropriations for this current fiscal 
year by $42,818,000. 

“So far as the secretary of the treas- 
ury is able to form a judgmeni as to 
future income and compare it with the 
expenditures for the next fiscal year, 
ending June 30, 1911, and excluding 
payments on account of the Panama 
canal, which will doubtless be taken 
up by bonds, there will be a surplus 
of $35,931,000. 

“In the present estimates the needs 
of the departments and of the gov- 
ernment have been cut to the quick, 
s0 to speak, and any assumption. on 
the part of congress, so often made 
in times past, that the estimates have 
been prepared with the expectation 
that they may be reduced, will: result 
in seriously hampering proper ad- 
ministration.”

TO PROTECT FUR SEALS

On the subject of the protection and 
preservation of seals’ and food fishes, 
the message contains the following: 


“Negotiations for an _ international 
ecnference to consider and reach an 
arrangement providing for the preser- 
vation and protection of the fur seals 
in the North Pacific are in progress 
with the governments of Great Britain, 
Japan and Russia. The attitude of the 
governments interested leads me to 
hope for a Satisfactory settlement of 
this question as the ultimate outcome 
of the negotiations. 

“The international fisheries commis- 
sion appointed pursuant to and under 
the authority of the convention of April 
11, 1908, between the United States 
and Great Britain, has completed a 
ssstem of uniform and common inter- 
national regulations for the protection 
and preservation of the food fishes in 
international boundary waters of the 
United States and Canada. 

“The regulations will be duly sub- 
mitted to congress with a view to the 
enactment of such legislation as will 
be necessary under the convention to 
put them into operation.” 


CONFERENCE AT LONDON 
ON MARITIME MATTERS 


In speaking of the conference of

the president says: 

“Pursuant to an invitation of Great 
Britain a conference was held at Lon- 
don from December 2, 1908, to Feb- 
ruary 26, 1909, in which the following 
powers participated: The United 
States, Austria-Hungary, France, Ger- 
many, Great Britain, Italy. Japan, the 
Netherlands, Russia and Spain. he 
conference resulted in the declaration 
of London, unanimously agreed _ to 
and signed by the participating pow- 
ers, concerning among other matters, 
the highly important subjects of 
blockade, contraband, the destruction 
of neutral prizes, and continuous voy- 
ages. 

“The declaration of London is an 
eminently satisfactory codification of 
the international maritime law, and rt 
is hoped that its reasonableness and 
fairness will secure its general adop- 
tion, as well as remove one of the dif- 
ficulties standing in the way of the 
estabiishment of an international 
prize court.” 

He also adverts to the maritime con- 


ference held at Brussels last Septem- 
ber, which adjourned to meet again 
in April next, and to the conference at 
The Hague to be held next June to dis- 
cuss uniform letters of exchange. 


Expesitien at Brussels. 


“The cordial invitation of Belgium 
to be represented by a fitting display 
of American progress in the useful 
arts and inventions at the world’s fatr 
to be held at Brussels in 1910 remains 
to be acted upon by the congress. 
Mindful of the advantages to accrue to 
our artisans and producers itn com- 
petition with their continental rivals, 
I renew the recommendation hereto- 
fore made that provision be made for 
acceptance of the invitation and ade- 
quate representation in the exposition.’

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Those who watch closely the trend 
of events at Washington are alive to 
the acute situation that confronts 
President Taft during the present ses- 
sion of. congress. The people as well 
as the members of congress have 
known for months what the general 
Outline of the president’s message 
would be, for he fully expressed him- 
self in the speeches he made on his 
trip through the west and south. Since 
then, however, the Nicaraguan crisig 
has arisen, and this, coupled with the 
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fight in the house of representatives, 
the anti-trust agitation throughout the 
country and the scandals that have 
grown out of the sugar frauds, de- 
mands not only the best activities of 
the president, but his most alert judg- 
ment and all the firmness at his com- 
mand. It is not probable that the ad- 
ministration will ask congress at an 
early date for special authority to deal 
with the Nicaraguan situation. It ts 
believed in administration circles that 
the trouble with Zelaya may develop 


into an affair of more serious import 
than appeared on the surface at the 
beginning of it. The Paraguay affair 
in President Buchanan’s term furnishes 
ample precedent for such action on the 
part of congress, but whether the pres- 
ent congress will’ empower Mr. Taft 
and his cabinet to deal with Nicaragua 
as Buchanan did is an open question. 
The Monroe doctrine is to come in for 
no small amount of discussion in the 
present crisis, and Mr. Taft's views on 
that subject are well known.

“It will be remembered that the in- 
terést of the United States in the re- 
public of Liberia springs from the his- 
torical fact of the foundation of the 
republic by the colonization of Ameri- 
can citizens of the African race. In 
an early treaty with Liberia there is a 
provision under which the United States 
may be called upon for advice or as- 
sistance. Pursuant to this provision 
and in the spirit of the moral rela- 
tionship of the United Stares to Liberia, 
that republic last year asked this gov- 
ernment to lend assistance in the solu- 
tion of certain of their national prob- 
con and hence the commission was 
sent. 

“The report of our commissioners 
has just been completed and is now 
under examination by the department 
of state. It is hoped that there may 
result some helpful measures, in which 
case it may be my duty again to in- 
vite your attention to this subject.”

question. Because this ‘railroad loan 
represented a’ practical and real ap- 
plication of the open door policy 
through cooperation with China by 
interested powers, as well as because 
ef its relations to the reforms referred 
to above, the administration deemed 
American participation to ‘be of 
great national interest. 

‘Happily, when it was as a matter 
of broad policy urgent that this op- 
portunity should not be lost, the in- 
dispensable instrumentality presented 
itself when a grou American 
bankers, of international reputation 
and great resources, agreed at once to 
share in the loan upon precisely such 
terms as this government should ap- 
prove. The chief of those terms was 
that American railway material should 
be upon an exact with that

After months 
of negotiation the equal participation 
of Americans seems at last assured. It 
is gratifying that Americans will thus 
take their share in.this extension of 
these great highways of trade, and to 
believe that such activities will give a 
real impetus te our commerce and 
will prove a practical corollary to our 
histotic policy in the Far East.

“The results of the opium confer- 
ence held at Shanghai dast spring at 
the invitation of the United States 
have been laid before the government. 
The report shows that China is mak- 
ing remarkable progress and admira- 
ble efforts towards the eradication of 
the opium evil and that the gsovern- 
ments concerned have not allowed 
their commercial interests to interfere 
with a helpful cooperation in this 
reform. Collateral investigations of 
the oplum question in this country 
lead. me to recommend that the manu- 
facture, sale and use of opium and Its 
derivatives in the United States, 
should be, so far as possible, more 
rigorously controlled bv legislation. 


Americans in Manchuria, 

The president refers to the report 
that Americans were denied mining 
privileges along the South Manchu- 
rian and Antung-Mukden railroads,’ 
but said official assurance had been 
received from the Chinese and Japa- 
nese governments that no discrimina- 
tion would be practiced, but that 
equal opportunity was offeredd to all. 

He notes the recent visit to this 
country of Prince Kuni of Japan, and 
of a delegation of Japanese business 
men, .aS factors that will contribute 
to “growing trade across the Pacifia, 
as well as to that mutual understand- 
ing which leads to mutual apprecia- 
tion.” 

Centro! of Incoming Laborers. 

As to the plan put on foot to dis- 
courage immigratian of Japanese la- 
borers, the message has the follow- 
ing: 

“The arrangement of 1908 for a co- 
operative control of the coming of 
laborers to the United States has 
proved to work satisfactorily. The 
matter of a revision of the existin 
treaty between the United States an 
Japan which is terminable in 1913 is 
already receiving the study of both 
countries. : 

“The department of state is consid- 
ering the revision in whole or in part, 
of the existing treaty with Siam, 
which was concluded in 1856 and is 
row, in respect to many of its pro- 
visions, out of date.” 


REORGANIZATION 
OF STATE DEPARTMENT 


The president approves and recom- 
mends to congress for adoption. the

efficient instrument in the furtherance 
of our foreign trade and of American 
interests abroad. The plar to havea 
divisions of Latin-American and Far 
Eastern affairs and to institute a 
certain specialization in business with 
Europe and the Near East will at once 
commend itself.” 


To Improve Consular Service. 

The importance of the diplomatie 
service, as well as the consular service, 
in further American interests abroad, 
are stressed by the president. He fa- 
vors promotion for merit alone and 
states he has signed an executive 
order placing all secretaries in the 
diplomatic service in the same posi- 
tion as consuls, and looking to the 
promotion of only the most efficient. 

He refers to the appointment of the 
tariff board of three members to co- 
operate with the executive depart- 
ments, and notes the increased duties 
of the secretary of state in connection 
with enforcing the new tariff law. 


He says: 

“As a consequence of section 2 of 
the tariff act of August 5, 1909, it be- 
comes the duty of the secretary of 
state to conduct as diplomatic business 
all the negotiations necessary to place 
him in a position to advise me as to 
whether or not a particular country 
unduly discriminates against the United 
States in the sense of the statute re- 
ferred to. The great scope and com- 
plexity of this work, as well as the 
obligation to lend all proper aid to 
our expanding commerce, is met by the 
expansion of the bureau of trade re- 
lations as set forth in the estimates 
for the department of state.

NO TARIFF WAR OVER 
MAXIMUM AND MINIMUM 


“Two features of the new tariff act 
call for special reference. By virtue 
of the clause known as the “Maximum 
and Minimum” clause, it is the duty of 
the executive to consider the laws and 
practices of other countries with ret- 
erence to the importation into those 
countries of the products and merchan- 
dise of the United States, and if the 
executive finds such laws and practices 
not to be unduly = discriminatory 
against the United States, the mini- 
mum duties provided in the bill are 
to go into force. Unless the president 
makes such a finding, then the maxi- 
mum duties provided in the bill, that 
is, an increase of 25 per cent ad 
valorem over the minimum duties, are 
to be in foree, Fear has been expressed 
that this power conferred and duty im- 
posed on the executive is likely to lead 
to a tariff war. I beg to express the 
hope and belief that no such result 
need be anticipated. 

“The discretion granted to the exec- 
utive by the terms ‘unduly discrimina- 
tery’ is wide. In order that the maxli- 
mum duty shall be charged against 
the imports from a country, it is nec- 
essary that he shall find on the part 
of that country not only discrimina- 
tions in its laws or the practice under 
them against the trade of the United 
States, but that the discriminations 
found shall be undue; that is, without 
good and fair reason. I conceive that 
this power was reposed in the presi- 
dent with the hope that the maximum 
duties might never be applied in any 
case, but that the power to apply them 
would enable the president and the 
state department through friendly ne- 
gotiation to secure the elimination from 
the laws and the practice under them 
of any foreign country of that which 
is unduly discriminatory. Ng one is 
seeking a tariff war or a condition in 
which the spirit of retaliation shall be 
aroused.” 

Wants Impartial Report. 

As to the work of the tariff board, 
appointed to make investigations that 
will aid the president in applying the 
maximum and minimum rates fixed in 


the tariff bill recently enacted, the 


president says: 

“If the facts secured by the tariff 
board are of such a character as to 
show generally that the rates of duties 
imposed by the present tariff! law are 
excessive under the principles of pro- 
tection as described in the platform of 
the successful party at the late elec- 
tion, I shall not hesitate to invite the 
attention of congress to this fact and 
to the necessity for action predicated 
thereon. Nothing, however, halts bust- 
ness and {nterferes with the course of 
prosperity so much as the’ threatened 
revision of the tariff, and until! the 
facts are at hand, after careful and 
deliberate investigation, upon which 
such revision can properly be under- 
taken, it seems to me unwise to at- 
tempt it. I have directed the tariff 
board to make an investigation wholly

REORGANIZATION 
OF ALL BUREAUS 


A thorough reorganization of all 
government bureaus and departments, 
-t0 reduce the cost of permanent ad- 
.Ministration and increase efficiency, is 
recommended by the president. He 
States that a skilled acecuniant has 
been secured by the treasury depart- 
ment to investigate this matter and 
report. From the work already done, 
great room for improvement aiong this 
line is shown. The completion of the 
expert accountant’s work will require 
two years. 

The president insists that under the 
present plan ‘“‘superior ability is net 
rewarded or encouraged,’ and adds: 

“An investigation ordered by my pred- 
ecessor resulted in the recommenda- 
tfon that the civil service be reciassi- 
fied according to the kind of work, 
80 that the work requiring most appi!- 
cation and knowledge and ability shall 
receive most compensation. I believe 
such a change would be fairer to the 
whole force, and would permanently 
improve the personne! of the service. 


LAW TO WAKE PUBLIC 
CAMPAIGN CONTRIBUTIONS 

“l urgently recommend to congress 
that a law be passed requ.ring that 
candidates in elections of members of 
the house of representatives and com- 
mittees in charge of their candidacy 
and campaign file in a proper office of 
the United States government a state- 
ment of the contributions received and 
of the expenditures incurred in the 
campaign for such elections, and that 
a, legislation be enacted in re- 
spect to all other elections which are 
constitutionally within the control of 
congress.” 

Old-Age Pensions. 

“More than this, every reform di- 
reeted toward the improvement in the 
average efficiency of government em- 
ployees must depend on the ability of 
the executive to eliminate from the 
government service those who are in- 
efficient from any cause, and as the 
degree of efficiency in all the depart- 
ments is much lessened by the reten- 
tion of old employees who have out- 
lived their energy and usefulness, it 
is indispensable to any proper system 
of economy that provision be made so 
that their separation from the service 
. ghall be easy and inevitable. It is im- 
pcessible to make such provision unless 
there is adopted a plan of civil pen- 
sions. 

“Most of the great industrial organi- 
zations, and many of the well- 
conducted railways of this country, are 
ecming to the conclusion that a sy8- 
tem of pensions for old employees, and 
the substitution therefor of younger 
and more energetic servants, promotes 
both economy and efficiency of admin- 
istration. 

Prejudice Against Pensions. 

“I am aware that there is a strong 
feeling in both houses of congress, and 
possibly in the country, against the 
establishment of g¢ivil. pensions, and 
that this has naturally grown out of 
the heavy burden of military pensions, 
which it has always been the policy 
of our government to assume; but 
am strongly convinced that no other 
practical solution of the difficulties 
presented by the superannuation - of 
civil servants can be found than that 
of a system of civil pensions.” 


ESTIMATES ARE CUT 
FOR WAR DEPARTMENT 

The message shows that the estimates 
for the war department have been cut 
$45,000,000 under last year’s estimates 
in the interest of immediate economy. 
“This was accomplished,” says the 
‘the president, “by cutting off new 
projects and suspending for a year all 
progress in military matter.” He has 
also directed that the army be not 
recruited up to its present authorized 
strength. 

He says the coast defenses are at 
present all that could be desired and 
some of them more elahorate than 
need be. But he suggests that addi- 
tional defenses are needed at the mouth 
of Chesapeake Bay. An artificial is- 
land,with fortifications, at this strategic 
point, is suggested ag desirable. A 
naval base at Pear! Harbor, Honolulu, 
instead of in the Philippines, is recom- 
mended. 

To Eliminate Incompetents, 
“elimination” bill, to weed out 
incompetents in the army, is wanted 
-by the president. This means that 
men with little aptitude for the army 
may be dropped without a mortifying 
court-martial or dismissal, and others 
showing greater proficiency may be 
advanced more rapidly. He says the 
personnel law of the navy needs 
amendment, and adds: 

“Our enlisted personnel recruited 
from all sections of the country is 
young and energetic and representa- 
tive of the national spirit. (ae 
moreover, owing to its itelligence, 
capable of quick training into the 
modern man-of-warsmen. Our officers 
are earnest and zealous in their pro- 
fession, but it is a regrettable fact 
that the higher officers are old for the 
responsibilities of the modern navy, 
and the admirals do not arrive at 
flag rank young enough to obtain ade- 
quate training in their duties as flag 
officers. This need for reform in the 
navy has been ably and earnestly pre- 


An 


sented to congress by my predecessor, | 


and J] also urgently recommend the 
Subject for consideration.” 

“Early in the coming session a com- 
prehensive plan for the reorganization 
of the officers of all corps of the navy 
will be presented to congress, and I 
hope it will meet with action guited to 
its urgency.” 

The voyage of the battleship fleet 
around the world has, he declared, “in- 
creased respect for our navy and has 
added to our national prestige.” The 
estimate for the navy 18 cut $38,000,000 
@ under last year's estimates. 

To Aid Sctence. 

As to the naval observatory at 
Washington, now under the direction 
of the navy department, the president 
suggests that “the official head of the 
observatory should be an emigert as- 
tronomer appointed by the president 
by and with the advice and consent of 
the senate.” He thinks the service 
now rendered to the navy department 
might be secured at a fraction of the 
cOst of the present observatory, and 
concludes: . . 

“I urge upon congress that the naval 
observatory be now dedicated to sci- 
ence under contro] of man of sci- 
ence who can, if nee e, render all 
the service to the navy department 
which this. observatory now renders, 
and still furnish to the world the dis- 
coveries in astronomy that a great as- 
tronomer using such a plant would be 
likely to make.” 

The jail of the District of Columbia 
is declared by the president to be an- 
tiquated and unsanitary and “as re- 
proach to the national government.”’ 
He recommends an appropriation for a 
modern building with necessary hygien- 
ic conveniences. 

A SPECIAL MESSAGE 
ON ANTI-TRUST LAWS 

On the subject of amending the Sher- 
than anti-trust law, the president says: 
* “The jurisdiction of the general gov- 
ernment over interstate commerce has 
led to the passage of the so-called 
“Sherman ‘anti-trust law” and the “in. 
terstate commerce law” and its amend- 
ments. The developments in the oper- 
ation of thesé laws, as shown by indict- 
ments, trials, judicial decisions, and 
other sources of information, cal} for a 
discussion and some suggestions as to 
amendments. These 1 prefer to embody 
in a special message instead of in- 
eluding them in the present communi- 
eation, and I shall avail myself of the 
first convenient osportunity§ to bring 
these supjects to the attention of con-

URGES CLOSER RELATIONS 


WITH LATIN-AMERICANS 


One of the most interesting features 
of the presjdent’s message is that part 
dealing with the republics to the south 
and the importance of. establishing 
closer social and commercial relations 
with the Latin-Americans. 

He urges a™liberal appropriation for 
sending an American delegation to 
participate in the fourth Pan-Ameri- 
can conference at Buenos Aires. 

, Un this subject the message says: 

“On the $th of July next there wil! 
open at Buenos Aires the fourth Pan- 
American conference. This conference 
will have a special meaning to®the 
hearts of all Americans, because around 
its date are clustered the anniversaries 
of the independence of s0 many of the 
American republics. It is not meces- 
sery for me to remind thé congress of 
the political, social and commercial 
importance of these gatherings. You 
ure asked to make liberal appropria- 
tion for our participation. If this be 


granted, it is my purpose to appoint a j 


distinguished and representative dele- 
gation, qualified fittingly to represent 
this country and to deal with the prob- 
lems of intercontinental interest which 
will there be discussed. ; : 

“The Argentine republic will also 
held from May to November, 1910, at 
Buenos Aires, a great’ international 
agricultural exhibition in which the 
United States has been invited to par- 
ticipate. Considerinug the rapid growth 
of the trade of the United States with 
the Argentine Republic amd the cor- 
dial] relations existing between the two 
nations, together with the fact that it 
provides an opportunity to show defer- 
ence to a sister republic on the oc- 
casion of the celebration of its na- 
tional independence, the proper de- 
partments of this government are tak- 
ing steps to apprise the interests con- 
cerned of the opportunity afforded by 
this exhibition, in which appropriate 
participation by t&is country is so de- 
sirable. The designation. of an official 
representative is also receiving con- 
sideration, 


Protecting Americans Abroad. 


' “Today, more than ever before, 
American capital is seeking investment 
in foreign countries, and American 
products are more and fnore generally 
seeking foreign markets. As a conseée- 
quence, in all countries there are 
American citizens and American inter- 
ests to be protected, on occasion, by 
their government. These movements 
of men, of capital, and of commodities 
bring peoples and governments closer 
together and so form bonds of peace 
and mutual dependency, as they must 
also naturaily sometimes make passing 
points of friction. The resultant situa- 
tion inevitably imposes upon this gov- 
a vastly increased responsibili- 
es. 

“This administration, through the 
department of state and the foreign 
service, is lending all proper support 
to legitimate and beneficial American 
enterprises in’ foreign countries, the 
degree of suth support being measured 
by the national advantages to be ex- 
pected. A citizen himself cannot by 
contract Or otherwise divest himself of 
the right, nor can this government es- 
Cape the obligation, of his protection 
in his personal and property. rights 
when these are unjustly infringed ina 
foreign country. To avoid ceaseless 
Vvexations it is proper that in consid- 
ering whether merican enterprise 
should be encouraged or supported in 
a particular country, the government 
should give fuli weight not only to the 
national, as opposed to the individual 
benefits to accrue, but also to the fact 
whether or not the government of the 
country in question is in its admin- 
istration and in its diplomacy faithful 
to the principles of moderaton, equity 


international credit, 
well as in finance.’ 


Abas the Monroe Doctrine. 


Declaring that the Monroe doctrine 
should not be construed ag a protection 
to irresponsible government, on the 
one hand; nor be distorted into evi- 
dence of an overweening ambition on 
part of this government, on the other, 
the president intimates that this gov- 
ernment will stand pat on its historic 
Pan-American policy. He says: 

“The Pan-American policy of this 
government has long been fixed in its 
principles and remains unchanged. 
With the changed circumstances cf 
the United States and of the republics 
to the south. of us, most of which 
have great natural resources, stable 
government and progressive ideals, the 
apprehension which gave rise to the 
Monroe doctrine may be said to have 
nearly disappeared, and neither the 
doctrine as it exists nor any other 
doctrine of American policy should be 
permitted, to operate for the perpetu- 
ation of irresponsible government, the 
escape Of just obligations. or the in- 
sidious allegation of dominating am- 
bitions on the part of the United 
States.

that, under the enlightened regime now 
directing the government of Venezuela, 
provision has been made for arbitra- 
tion of the remaining case before The 
Hague tribunal. 

“On July 30, 1909, the government 
of Panama agfeed, after considerable 
negotiation, to indemnify the relatives 
of the American officers and sailors 
who were brutally treated. one of 
them having, indeed, been kilNed by the 
Panaman police this year. 

“The sincere desire of the govern# 
ment of Panama to do away with a 
situation where such an accideht could 
occur is manifest in the recent re- 
Quest in compliance with which this 
government has lent the services of an 
officer of the army to be employed by 
the gOvernment of Panama ag instruc- 
tor of police. 


Cuban Sanitary Improvements. 


“The sanitary improvements and pub- 
lic works undertaken in Cuba prior to 
the present administration of that gov-

The 
customs receipts have aecreased owing 
to disturbed political and economic con- 


‘ditions and to a very natural curtail- 


wards the completion of the adjust- 
pated revision of the Dominican tariff 
schedule. Satisfactory progress has 
been made in carrying out the pro- 
visions of the convéntion looking to- 
wrds the completion of the adSust- 
ment of the debt and the acquirement 
by -the Dominican government of cer- 
tain concessions and monopolies which 
have been a burden to the commerce 
of the country. In short, the receiver- 
ship has demonstrated its ability, even 
under unfavorable economic and po- 
litical conditions, to do the work for 
which ‘it was intended, 

“This government was obliged to in- 
tervene diplomatically to bring about 
arbitration or settlement of the claim 
of the Emery Company against Nica- 
ragua, which it had long before been 
agreed should be arbitrated. A settle- 
ment of this troublesome case was 
reached by the signature of a protocol 
on September 18, 1909.

President Taft refers to Zelaya, 

Nicaragua, as a trouble-maker, 
is keeping all Central America 
stew. 
He states that at the time of writing 
his message, an investigation into the 
reported death of two Americans. in 
Nicaragua by order of Zelaya, is under 
investigation, and efforts being made 
to determine the proper course of the 
United States in view of its moral ob- 
ligations to Central America and to 
civilization. 

On the Nicaraguan situation, 
message says: 

“Since the Washington conventions 
of 1907 were communicated to the gov- 
ernment of the United States as a con- 
sulting and advising party, this g0v- 
ernment has been almost continuously 
called upon by one or another, and, in 
turn, by all of the five Central Aimeri- 
can republics, to exert itself for the 
maintenance of the conventions. Near- 
ly every complaint has been against 
the Zelaya government of Nicaragua, 
which has kept Central America in 
constant tension,or turmoil. 

“The responses made to the repre- 
sentations of Central American repub- 
lifes, as due from the United States on 
account of its relation to the Wash- 
ington conventions, have been at all 
times conservative and have avoided, 
so far as possible, any semblance of 
interference, although it is very ap- 
parent that the considerations of

,would be no less unnecessary.

to the United States a special position 
in the zone of these republics and the 
Caribbean sea. 

United States for Peace. 

“I need not rehearse here the patient 
efforts of this government to promote 
peace and welfare among these repub- 
lics, efforts which are fully appre- 
ciated by the majority of them who 
are loyal to their true interests.

I urge, however, that care be 
exercised in the preparation of the 
legislation affecting each territory 
secure deliberation in the selection of 
persons as members of the convention 
to draft a constitution for the incom- 
ing state, pee I earnestly advise that 
such constitution after adoption by the 
convention shall be submitted to the 
people of the territory for their ap- 
proval at an election in which the 
sole issue shall be the merits of the 
proposed constitution, and if the con- 
stitution is defeated by popular vote, 
means shall be provided in the en- 
abling act for @ new convention and 
the drafting of a new constitution. I 
think it vital that the issue as to the 
merits of the constitution should not 
be mixed up with the selection or 
state officers, and that no election of 
state officers should be had until aft- 
er the constitution has been fully ap- 
proved and finally settled upon. 


Some Presidential Recommendations,

NATIONAL BUREAU 

TO CONSERVE HEALTH 
The president praises the extensive 
work of the c‘vil service commission 
and recommends wider accohhodations 
for its use; recommends the, payment 
of a sum from the national treasury 
to the depositors of the defunct Freed- 
man Savings Bank, and approves the 
establishment of a national health bu- 
reau. On the latter subject he says: 


“For a very considerable period a 
movement has been gathering 
strength, especially ong the mem- 
bers of the medical profession.in favor 
of a concentration of the instruments 
of the national government which have 
to do with the promotion of public 
health. In thé nature of things, the 
medical department of the army and 
the medical department of the navy 
must be kept separate. But there

The opportunities 
offered for useful research and the 
spread of useful information in regard 
to the cultivation of the soll and the 
breeding of stock and the solution of 
many of the intricate .problems in 
progressive agriculture. tiave demon- 
strated the wisdom cf establishing 
that department. 

“Similar reasons, of equa! force, can 
be given for the establishment of @ 
bureau of health that shall not only 
exercise the police jurisdiction of the 
federal government respecting quaran- 
tine, but which shall also afford an 
opportunity for investigation and re- 
search by competent experts into 
questions of health affecting the whole 
country, or importent sections thereof, 
questions which, tm the absence of 
federal governmental work, are not 
likely to be promptly solved. 


EXPOSITION TO MARK 
PROGRESS OF THE NEGRO 


“The year 1913 will mark the fiftieth 
anniversary of the itssuance of the 
Emancipation proclamation granting 
It seems fit- 
ting that this event should be prop- 
erly celebrated. Already a movement 
has been started by prominent negroes, 
encouraged by prominent white 
people and the press. The south 
especially is manifesting its interest 
in this movement. 

‘It is suggested that a proper form 
of celebration would be an exposition 
to show the progress the negroes have 
made, not only during their period of 
freedom, but also from the time of 
their coming to this country. 

“T heartily indorse this proposal, and 
request that the executive be author- 
ized to appoint a preliminary commis- 
sion of not more than seven persons 
to consider carefully whether or not 
it is wise to hold such an exposition, 
and if so, to outline a plan for the 
enterprise. I further recommend that 
such @® preliminary commission serve 
without salary, except as to their ac- 
tual expenses, and that an appropria- 
tion be made to meet such expenses, 


COUNTRY PROSPEROUS: 
INFLUENCE OF TARIFF 


“Speaking generally, the country isin 
a high state of prosperity. There is 
every reason to believe that we are 
on the eve of a substantial business 
expansion, and we have just garnered 
a harvest unexampled in the market 
value of our agricultural products. 
The high prices which such products 
bring mean great prosperity for the 
farming community, but on the other 
hand, they mean a very considerab.y 
increased burden upon those classes 
in the community whose yearly com- 
pensation does not expand with the 
improvement in bilsiness and the gen- 
eral prosperity. 
“Various reasons are given for the 
high prices. The proportionate’ in- 
crease in the output of gold, which 
today is the chief medium of ex- 
change, and is in some respects a 
measure of value, furnishes a substan- 
tial explanation of at least part of the 
increase in prices. The increase in 
population and the more expensive 
mode of living of the people, which 
have not been accompanied by a pro- 
portionate increase in acreage produc- 
tion, may furnish 4 further reason.

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ARCHAIC AND BARBAROUS 
IS JUDICIAL PROCEDURE 


President Taftin his first message to 
the congress uses vigorous terms an 
denunciation in discussing judicial 
procedure in the United States. He 
follows the line of his recent speeches 
on this subject, and says the delays, 
uncertainty and injustice resulting 
from the present administration of 
the civil and criminal law, particu- 
larly in stute courts, is largely respon- 
sible for lynchings and stamps our 
judicial procedure as antiquated and 
barbarous. 

He also declares for a restriction on 
the issuance of injunctions, in accord- 
ance with the terms of the last na- 
tional republican platform, and says 
no injunction should be issued without 
&@ previous hearing, except in cases 
where irreparable injury might be 
wrought. 


His full language on this subject fol- 
lows: 


“The deplorable delays in the admin- 
istration of civil and criminal law 
have received the attention of com- 
mittees of the American BaF associa- 
tion and of many state bar associa- 
tions, as well as the considered 
thought of judges and jurists. 

“In my judgment, a change in, ju- 
dicial procedure, with a view to re- 
liti- 
gants jn civil cases and facilitating 
the dispatch of business and final] de- 
cision in both civil and criminal cases, 
constitutes the greatest need in our 
American institutions. 


“I do not doubt for one moment that 
much of the lawless violence and cru. 
elty exhibited in lynchings is direct: y 
due to the uncertainties and injustice 
growing out of the delays in trials, 
judgments and the executions thereof 
by our courts. 

“Of course, these remarks apply 
quite as well to the administration of 
justice in state courts as to that in 
federal courts, and without making 
invidious distinction, it is perhaps not 
too much to say that, speaking gen- 
erally, the defects are less in the fed- 
eral courts than in the state courts. 
But they are very great in the federal 
courts. 

English Method RHetter. 

‘“The expedition with which business 
is disposed of both on the civil and 
the criminal side of English courts 
under modern rules of procedure, 
makes the delays in our courts seem 
archaic and barbarous. The proced- 
ure in the federal courts should fur- 
nish an example for the state courts. 

“TI presume it is impossible, without 
an amendment to the constitution, to 
unite under one form of action the 
proceedings at common law and pro- 
ceedings in equity in the federal 
courts, but it is certainly not impos- 
sible by a statute to simplify and make 
short and direct the procedure both 
at law and in equity in those courts. 
It is not impossible to cut down still 
more than it is cut down, the juris- 
diction of the supreme court, so as to 
confine it almost wholly to statutory 
and constitutional questions. Under 
the present statutes the equity and 
admiralty procedure in the federal 
courts is under the control of the su- 
preme court, but in the pressure of 
business to which that court is sub- 
jected, it is impossible to hope that a 


radical and proper reform of the fed- 
eral equity procedure can be brought 
about. I, therefore, recommend leg- 
islation providing for the appointment 
by the president of a commission with 
authority to examine the law and 
equity procedure of the federal courts 
of first instance, the law of appeals 
from those courts to the courts of ap- 
peais and to the supreme court, and 
the costs imposed in such procedure 
upon the private litigants and upon 
the public treasury, and make recom- 
mendations with a view to simplifying 
and expediting the procedure as far as 
possible and making it as inexpensive 
as may be to the litigant of little 
means. 

“My judgment is that the passage of 
such an act which really embodies the 
best practice in equity and is very 
like the rule now in force in some 
courts will prevent the issuing of ill- 
advised orders of injunction without 
notice, apd will render such orders 
when issued much less objectionable 
by the short time in which they may 
remain effective. 

Injunctions 


“The platform 
party in the 
the following:

The 
ends of justice will best be met and 
the chief cause of complaint against 
ill-considered injunctions without no- 
tice will be removed by the enactment 
of a statute forbidding hereafter the 
issuing of any injunction or re- 
straining order. whether temporary 
or permanent, by any federal court, 
without previous notice and a reason- 
able opportunity to be heard on be- 
half of the parties to be enjoined; un- 
less it shall’ appear to the satisfaction 
of the court that the delay necessary 
to give such notice and hearing would 
result in irreparable injury to the 
complainant. and unless also the court 
shall from the evidence make a writ- 
ten finding, which shall be spread upon 
the court minutes, that immediate and 
irreparable injury is likely to ensue to 
the complainant, and shall define the 
injury, state why it is trreparable, and 
shall also indorse on the order issued 
the date and th@ hour of the issuance 
of the order. 

“Moreover, every such injunction or 
restraining order issued without pre- 
vious notice and opportunity by the 
defendant to be heard should by force 
of the statute expire and he of no 
effect after seven days from the issu- 
ance thereof or within any time less 
than that period which the court may 
fix, unless within such seven days or 
such less period, the injunction or or- 
der is extended or renewed after pre- 
vious notice and opportunity to be 


heard.”

Chairman G. R. Hutchens, of the 
state prison commission, who has 
béen quite ill at his home in Cedar- 
town, was sufficiently recovered yes- 
terday to be in Atlanta and in attend- 
ance on the meeting of the commis- 
sion. : 

In reply to some charges recently 
circulated against the commission and 
its work, and especially with a view 
to showing the reason for and the 
expense of the new inspection service, 
Chairman Hutchens gave out the fol- 
lowing statement:

Such chaps are always trying to hin- 


der somebody who is trying to do 
their duty, and are always ready to 
charge somebody with wrongdoing 
They are always suspicious of every- 
body; ‘suspicion that haunts.a gullty 
mind.’ The people are sick and tirea 
of such stuff being fudged at them 
through the press. This is character- 
istic of the worst type of dema- 
gogue in existence, and a class most 
hurtful to the peace and prosperity 
of the state. 

“When Dr. Flanders or anybody else 
States that those eight inspectors 
were appointed to perfect a hpolitical 
machine the statement is untrue, un- 
justified and is evidently malicious. 
They are good men, and were badly 
needed, in my judgment, to properly 
inspect the 155 to 160 convict 
camps in the state.

Now there are 108 counties working 
convicts and about 160 camps. Four 
inspectors, which was the number be- 
fore it was increased, was not suffi- 
cient. We then added one—Mr. E. W. 
Hawes, of McDuffie county, to begin 
November ist. We found that even 
five was not enough to make proper 
monthly inspections, as it took about 
three-eighths of the time for’ travel, 
leaving about 17 or 18 days for actual 
work of inspection. We then decided 
to appoint three more, which was 
done. The salaries of four inspectors 
was $400. Traveling expenses’ aver- 
aged $100 per month each, $400, 
making $800. 

“For lack of inspectors some of the 
counties were not visited in two 
months or more, hence we did not 
know what the condition of the con- 
victs were. 

“The salaries of 
$800,

“When-we increased the number" of 
inspectors to eight we found that. we 


eight inspectors, 


eight inspectors, 


could arrange the counties more com- 
pactly and in smaller districts and 
Save long jumps over railroads and 
Wagon roads between sections, and 
that the monthly expense of the eight 
would be no more than that of the 
four. .Thus we get twice the service 
for one-third more expense, or rather 
it amounts to employing four men for 
$60 per month less than, before. 

“The appointment of the extra men 
was only temporary in view of the 
fact that the wigter was approaching 
and extra care would have to be taken 
to see that the regulations were ob- 
served, etc., and we found that 
after winter was over any of these 
could be dispensed with we would do 
so. That is just what the minutes 
of our body show. 

‘I did hot feel under obligation to 
bow gracefully to Dr. Flanders and 
ask his permission to do anything I 
thought necessary. As to my absence 
from the prison commission 
Monday and Tuesday of last week, 1 
will say that I was at the state farm 
with Captain Williams looking after 
business there. However, had I 
known that Dr. Flanders demanded 
my presence at the capitol and was 
disappointed, I. should have wired him 
my regrets. But I might inquire by 
what right he assumes to control the 
goings and comings of the prison com- 
mission. a 

“There are no secrets about the 
prison commission and will be none. 
Every transaction shows. on our 
minutes. There is no _ political ma- 
chine in existence there, none in 
course of construgtion and none con- 
templated. 

“So far as I am. personally concern- 
ed, I do nothing secretly. I -walk in 
the open, I never take to the bushes, 
and I shall continue to do the best I 
can regardless of pot-hunters and 
bushwhackers 

“So far as the gentleman’s threat 
toward my prospective candidacy 
next year for prison commissioner, I 
will say that. I am in no hurry to 
trouble the people with political agi- 
tation so long in advance of the pri- 
mary. I will say, hdwever, that the 
people of Georgia have not lost their 
job and they are not mad, hence they 
will weigh my fitness for the place 
with a fairer judgment, and I am not 
afraid to’ trust them. 

“The time will come in Georgia, as 
it was some years ago, when it will 
not be wholesome to wantomy attack 
a man’s honor. Dr. Flanders met me 
in the rotunda of the capitol Thurs- 
day morning and shook hands with 
me and then had himself ‘interviewed’ 
that same afternoon, and if quoted 
correctly tried to perpetrate a dirty 
little game of politics under the dis- 
guise of ‘advising economy.’ Vice al- 
ways assumes or tries to assume the 
form of virtue, however. We appoint- 
ed oniy two supervisors at a salary of 
$125 per month, when the law author- 
ises the appointment of four at a 
Salary each of $150 per month. This, 
however, is also an experiment.

: Must Sell Bonds. 

Secretary MacVeagh, emphasizing the 
“hard rigidity of the present revenue 
system, with its recurrent economical 
agitations and its long intervais of 
fixity,” says it will be necessary to 
meet these deficits to sell either bonds 
or certificates of indebtedness. “In 
due course,” he adds, “it would seem 
that it must be made practicable to 
both estimate receipts, with a close ap- 
proximation to the actual, and to pro- 
vide for their annual rise or fall by 
some flexible factors in our annual tax- 
ation.” * 
Expenditures Deferred. 

Reductions in the present estimates, 
Mr. MacVeagh Geclares, result from 
improved handling of the government 
work and the postponement of ex- 
penditures which can be delayed in an 
effort to adjust immediate expenses 
and receipts. He sounds a warning, 
however, that the reductions in appro- 
priations will be disappointing unless 
equal attention is given to other im- 
portant savings. 

Secretary MacVeagh reviews the or- 
ganization, or rather lack of organiza- 
tion, of the fiscal responsibilities of the 
executive and legislative branches of 
the government and the reorganization 
thereof now in progress. He voices 
the hope that there will be “constant 
progress away from the extreme disor- 
ganization of the past” and observes 
that “even if our country is rich it 
cannot afford to be wholly unscientific 
in its seppropriations.” 

Two Per Cent Bonds a Mistake. 

Probably the most important recom- 
mendation made by the secretary is 
that the tax on bank circulation s8e- 
cured by United States bonds hereafter 
deposited bearing interest higher than 
2 per cent, shall be increased in exact 
proportion to the increase in the rate 
of interest above 2 per cent. He ad- 
vises continuance of the sate of one- 
half of one per cent for circulation 
based on 2 per cent bonds.

A meeting of the Sewanee Alumni in 
the interest of the University of the 
South was held last night at St. Luke's 
church as a preliminary to the meeting 
of the council of the Atlanta diocese, 
which will convene this morning. 

The body was addressed by Rev Wil- 
liam Norman Guthrie, who is at the 


head of the extension work of -the 
University of the South, and Dr. Wil- 
liam V. Hall, vice chancellor of the 
university. 

Rev. Guthrie, in taking up the subject 
of university extension, begged to draw 
the attention to the difference between 
the word “college” and “university.” 
“The university,” he said, “is for the 
advancement of learning, and is, there- 
fore, a collection of scholarly men. The 
college is for the extension of knowl- 
edge and is strictly a training school.” 

The place where you would send your 
boy, therefore, was a college. 

The idea, or ideal of college training, 
said the speaker, was to give a man a 
chance to be a gentleman, and this 
was said without reference to any 
snobbish notions that ill-informed per- 
sons had conceived of the word. For 
the term gentleman meant one who 
could gtve ample expression to what- 
ever impulses he felt at any time. It 
did not mean money nor did it mean 
pedigree. 

The speaker asserted that non-de- 
nominational colleges had failed of the 
main purpose of education, and many 
successful colleges which claimed to be 
entirely free from any sect or creed 
were really vitally influenced by some 
one. It was impossible for a. college 
to be a Christian college and be unde-

-Profoundly conservative is the first annual message sent to. the con- 
gress now in session by President Taft. It is neither spectacular nor sensa- 
tional. | 
It is a state paper which has been fcrecasted by the president in his 
swing around the circle. In his speeches through the west he outlined all 
the positions he tekes in this document. 

The absence of anything new, and the purely recitative character of 
the document, will probably prove somewhat disappointing to the country- 
It is a mild and unimpassioned statement of facts bearing upon 
national and international affairs. | 

The message is not characierized by the driving force which has marked 
rocent “communications in writing” to the national lawmakers. 

Only once is the president dictatorial. He urges congress not to inter- 
fere with the prosecutions of customs frauds in the New York custom house 
by the proposed congressional inquiry. . 

Too strong indorsement cannot be given to the position he takes on 
this matter. The sugar trust scandal is now under the scrutiny of the 
department of justice. They have begun a crusade to bring to justice’ 
the gigantic swindliers in the trust, and dishonest officials in the govern- 


ment employ. 
Unfaltering, persistent prosecutions of those implicated in these steals 


of the government, and not of the congress. President Taft will® have na- 
tional approval in urging congress to stay on its own side of the fence in 
this unfortunate mess. 

In standing his ground in support of postal savings banks the president 
is to be commended.

riculture Hays, who unavoidably was 
not able to be present. “Science and 
education combined with the new 
spirit of the times,” said Mr. Hays, 
“are clearing the decks for most 
wonderful activities in the south.” 
South Just in Its Zenith. 
“The south of today, insofar as the 
development of its resources igs con- 
cerned, is in the first flush of its 
youth,” was the happy introduction to 
an address delivered by Hugh McRae, 
of Wilmington, N. C. He declared that 
from an industrial standpoint the 
south had to be born over again, and 
that it had required forty years since 
the civil war to accumulate capital 
sufficient to do things, but that now 
it was on the threshold of a great fu- 
ture, having great opportunities with- 
in fits grasp. He dwelt upon the ne-, 


cessity of immigration, to the south ) 


and what the lack of it had cast that 
section. Mr.. McRae expressed the be- 
lief that increased immigration would 
tend to a happy solution of the race 
problem, even that of the negro. 
South’s Yellow Pine Monopoly. 

The south has a monopoly on yellow 
pine, the great structural timber, and 
its hickory is the best vehicle wooa 
ever produced, declared Assistant 
Forester Kellogg, of the United States 
forest service. He also stated that 
timber had been cut in wasteful fash- 
ion. He pointed out that the govern- 
ment, too, had a duty to perform in 
the maintenance of the southern for- 
ests, explaining that great tracts 
which could not be controlled by the 
states in the Appalachian mountains 
should be purchased by the govern- 
ment and made into national forests. 

Gen. J. 3S. Carr, of Durham, N. C., 
deplored the fact that raw material 
of the south was more largely con- 
verted into the manufactured product 
in other sections, although the south 
contained all the essential prerequis- 
ites for manufacturing. 

Vigorous Campaign for Capital. 

He presented an array of “(figures 
showing the wealth of the resources of 
the south, and urged the necessity of a 
vigorous campaign for the bringing of 
capital to that section. 

John L. Mathews, of St. Louis, said 
that a transportation company in Bt. 
Louls, organized with a capital of $10,- 
000,000, which in a very short time 
will have to increase its capital to 
$25,000,000, proposes to navigate the 
deep channels of the Mississippi with 
deep boats and shallow channels with 
shallow boats. It Was proposed, he 
said, to put on coast line steamships 
and trains of barges for sea-towing to 
all the principal ports of the south, 
including Pensacola, Tampa, Jackson- 
ville, Charleston and all] intervening 
points. 

Utilize the Shallow Rivers. 

Mr. Mathews said that wherever on 
the smaller rivers proper means of 
transportation were provided, the 
boats of this company would come to 
them and take off their cargoes. It 
further is proposed to go out of New 
Orleans to any point in the world, he 
asserted, and to this and other con- 
tributory points he urged the necessity 
of utilizing shallow rivers. 

“Opportunities for invention in the 
south,” was discussed by George E. 
Tew, of Washington, who pointed out 
the needs of patented processes for the 
handling of southern products in tfie 
way of labor-saving devices. 

John H. Finney, secretary of the

LITTLE BUSINESS 
IN STOCK EXCHANGE

New York, December 7.—The busi- 
ness done at the stock exchange to- 
day dwindled to small propertions and - 
the constant fluctuations in‘ prices ar- 
gued an uncertain frame of mind, on | 
the part of the operators in stocks. 
The action of the market mirrored 
vagaries of speculative temper rather 
than any development in affairs. So 
far as could be perceived, there was 
no new business of important origin. 
The room traders took: first one view 
and then another of the same event. 
The president’s message was called 
conservative from the point of view of 
financial interests, but as its contents 
had been accurately known and acted 
upon in the market, its actual publi- 
cation left little for the speculation to 
do. The postponement for future 
treatment in special messages of the 
subjects of most interest to the stock 
market, those of changes in the anti- 
trust and the interstate commerce 
laws, left little for immediate ap- 
praisement in the securities market. 
The rise in American Sugar was as- 
cribed to the stand against a con- 
gressional investigation lest immunity 
should thus be given to some of those 
prosecuted. Pacific Mail rose on the 
ship subsidy paragraph. The fact 
that prices fell sharply early 
last -week, in professed appre- 
hension of unfriendly treatment of 
corporations in the message, and re- 
bounded violently on Saturday after 
the real tenor of the message became 
known, measures the final opinion of 
the case more reliably than did today’s 
market. The belief that the intense 
dullness of the early market was due 
to the desire to see the message re- 
ceived slight confirmation from. the 
growth in activity after the publica- 
tion. 

The growing attention given to the 
exports of gold had some restraining 
influence on the speculation. More 
gold was engaged here for Argentina 
and a further rise in sterling exchange 
brought rates nearer to the point at 
which shipments direct to London 
would become profitable. Figures of 
British foreign trade for November in- 
dicated some gain in the month’s trade 
balances by this country, the increase 
of $58,503,500 in value of British im- 
ports coming in part from the rise of 
$15,000,000 in the value of our cotton 
taken for the month. On the other 
hand, heavy maturities seem to be fall- 
ing due of New York indebtedness to 
foreign lenders and the paying off of 
these obligations is believed to keep up 
the foreign exchange rate. The torpid 
state of the bond market is attribu- 
table partly to these conditions, the 
effect being seen in the scanty issues 
of new securities during November. 

The Journal of Commerce estimates 
make-these but $17,465,000 compared 
with $206.172.000 in November of last 
vear. In December and January, 
however, large payments are called for 
on account of issues a‘ready made, 
and more are looked for. 

There was a rise in the Berlin dis- 
count rate today and the London rate 
held steady. The.call loan 
was rather firmer, the ruling rate be- 
ing nearer 5 per cent. Denials of the 
reports that a general strike of rail- 
road emplovees was in contemplation 
gave some help to railroad stocks but 
the question of wage readjustment 1s 
still discussed with gravity. 

The increase in the dividend rate of 
St. Louis Southwestern preferred, gave 
a cheerful feeling to holders of other 
stocks mentioned as liikely to receive 
like favors. Reading and Rock Island 
preferred were in this list. An up- 
ward turn in United States Steel. was a 
sentimental effect on the whole list. 

The government's estimate of the 
very large area planted in winter 
wheat and the high percentage of con- 
dition at which that crop is entering 
winter proved a stimulating effect On 
the iate market. The last hour of the 
session was the busiest and the day’s 
gains were mostly made in that time.

WHEAT DECLINED, 
THEN RALLIED AGAIN 


Re on Condition Caused a. 
lump, but Frost in Argen- 
tina Caused Rally. 


Chicago, December 7.—The govern- 
ment repert, which indicated the sec- 
ond largest crop of winter wheat on 
record for the United States in point 
of acreage, caused a severe slump in 
wheat prices here today following a 
sharp bulge, due to confirmation of in- 
jury by frost to the Argentine crop 
At the close prices showed a net loss 
of % to %e. Corn and oats closed 
firm and provisions steady. 

Decided strength marked trading in 
wheat during the first half of the ses- 
sion. Demand was chiefly for the dis- 
tant futures, which were bullishly af- 
fected by fresh reports. from Argentina, 
confirming” yesterday’s reports of frost 
in sections of the wheat belt there. 
On the bulge prices advanced about Ic 
above the. pervious close,. December 
selling up to $1.08%. and May to 
$1.08%. The crop report, issued'in the 
final half of the session, caused a com- 
plete: reversal- of sentiment, many of 
the early. buyers selling freely. Ac- 
cording to the official statistics the 
acreage seeded to winter wheat is 33,- 
483,000 acres, an increase of 7.9 per 
cent, compared with the final estimate 
on last year’s crop and the second larg- 
est on record. The condition of the 
crop is placed at 95.8, as against 85.3 
a year ago. Much long wheat came 
out in the final hour and prices de- 
clined more than le. Both May and 
December sold off to $1.07. The close 
was weak at almost the bottom, final 
figures on May being at $1.07%, and 
on December $1.07%. 

There was a big trade in corn and 
the market was strong the greater part 
of the day, although it lost some of 
its bullishness late in the session, ow- 
ing to the break in wheat. The prin- 
cipal reason for the strength was the, 
Severe storm which extended over the 
entire corn belt. An advance of 1 to 
1%c in the price of the cash grain also 
helped the options. The market closed 
firm with prices % to %c to %c above 
yesterday's final figures. 

Continued light receipts prompted 
fresh buying of oats today, resulting in 
a strong market all day. At the close 
prices were a shade to %c higher. 

Provisions displayed. considerable 
weakness at the sfart. owing to Sel!- 
ing, inspired by the cold weather, which 
it is expected, will”greatly increase 
the movement of live hogs to market. 
Buying by shorts, however, caused a 
steadier feeling in the first half of the 
day.
